mov'd againft {uch whom we find regardlefs of the 
Sacredacis of that Oath, and with deteftable Ar- 
tempts perfidioufly defign the Deftruction of the {aid 
Empire. ihe Oath, which Ferdimnd Charles Duke 
of ddantuatook, when we obtain’d the Inveftirure 
of that Dutchy, of our Father his moft facred Im- 
perial Majetty of bleifed Memory, is notorioufly 
known to the whole Earch; He there prorefted in 
exprefs words, that he would be, and was in duty
